A general ahstn of ftrt! fire! WM given 


at 10:80 o'clock*!* forenoon, by railway 
locoaotivMaadhoae BOOM bell*,causing 
the people to «c*vg« from their places 
of business and homes to witness the rush 
aad learn the locatta of th* conflagra- 
tion. The alarm WMcao*«d by Uw burn- 
ing of the engine end boiler home *t the 
Decstur «c*l lhaft, Mat of the Union 
depot. It ignited from the explosion of 
half a barrel of coal oU standing in one 
corner of the cheap ft,\ms structure. U 
appears from the bed information obtain- 
able, that one of the miners named Mc- 
Connick, who had Just com* out of the 
•haft with a burning lamp la bit hand, 
had gone to the barrel to refill the lamp, 
and a moment later the oil in the barrel 
took flre. The flames spread with aston- 
ishing rapidity, and the entire building 
was on fire in leu than a minute. Tbe 
prompt alarm given brought hose compa- 
nies No. Z, No. 3 and No. 1 to the scene 
in a harry; they got water on time, and 
by hard work saved tbe heavy frame 
tower, directly over the abaft, from burn- 
ing. It was on fire when the red jackets 
arrived, and as Zach Porter, one of the 
miners, was at the bottom, considerable 
concern WM felt for his safety, because 
If the tower had been destroyed the heavy 
iron and frame work would have fallen 
down into tbe deep hole and Porter could 
not have escaped death. The frame of 
the engine room was totally destroyed, 
and much of the machinery was mater- 
ially dare aged. Superintendent Charles 
White estimates the damage at $3,OUO,not 
counting the loss of time occasioned by 
the stoppage of tbe work. It will take 
two weeks to make needed repairs and 
put the machinery in order. Tbe first 
move to be made will be to repair one of 
the boilers to furnish (team to operate the 
pump in the abaft BO that the big hole 
will not fill up with water. 


After the fire was extinguished and the 


wire rope around the large cylinder in the 
demolished engine-room could be reached, 
the men huddled together, put the rope 
ov«r the wheel on the tower and let it 
down into the shaft for the purpose of 
rescuing Porter, whose temporary impris- 
onment in tbe bowel* of the earth was 
the subject of comment among the great 
crowd of people who lingered about the 
deep hole waiting for Porter to be pulled 
up. The rescue was neatly managed un- 
der the direction of Mr. White and Fire 
Chief Hewes, assisted by about SO volun- 
teers, who manned Ihe rope and slowly 
tugged away until Porter, with a pipe in 
his mouth and a lighted torch in hia hand, 
appeared ftt the top of the shaft, and WM 
received with smile* of satisfaction and 
words of cheer from his anxious wife and 
fellow-workmen, lie didn't appear to be 
at all alarmed, and joked and laughed in 
an indifferent manner. 


The shaft is now 535 feet deep, and is 


in good shape.
